"The way they arc dealt 
With by M u n 1 c i pnl Court 
judges will often determine 
their future conduct as driv­ 
ers," he sold. "Seen In this 
light, people will realize what 
an Important role is played by 
the Municipal Court In han­ 
dling these older juveniles," he 
added.
